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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Wobbly Wheels 


A recent letter-to-the-editor on this page suggested that 


motorists be given the right to take bicycles away from 
youngsters and deliver them at the police station, when 


the children are abusing the privilege of using the roads. 
This idea has certain legal ramifications of course, and 
seems to be impractical. 


But certainly there must be some wav to control the 
bicyclists who abuse their right to be on the streets of the 


community. 


Hardly a day goes by that one can not witness at least 
one violation of every bicycle safety rule there is. All one 


needs to do is drive slowly through some of the resi- 
dential, and even the main, areas of town and observe the 
peculiar maneuverings of bicycles with their sudden and 
unsignalled changes in direction, stops and wiggling of 
wheels. 


Two, occasionally even three, youngsters will wobble 
along the road on one bike. Or several bikes will be 


ganged up on the road, as their youthful riders race, play, 
even dare automobiles to come too close. And of course 
others, even younger, will be seen trying out their new 
bikes on well-travelled streets. 

Bicycles — a boon to youngsters — are a menace on the 
streets when not carefully ridden. Yet we see signs that 


indicate how little respect many riders have for the normal, 


routine precautions they should be taking. 

Let no one misunderstand. We’re not opposed to the 
combination of bicycles and children. We do object stren- 
uously to letting them have the freedom of the highways, 
unless they will assume the responsibility of riding pro- 
perly, and observing normal safety precautions. This after 
all, is an effort to save the children’s lives, And although 
it is a parental problem, it concerns all of us. 


We Agree, Mr. Doherty 


Ordinarily procedural matters, such as how minutes of 


meetings are handled, are trivial items undeserving of 
public attention. 

But suddenly the School Committee minutes have burst 
into the limelight - with long-time secretary William A, 
Doherty refusing to continue in that job because changes 
are too frequently proposed. 

Granted, no secretary of any organization likes to have 
changes and corrections made in the minutes with any 
frequency. It implies a lack of faith in the secretary, 

But more important, when public boards and agencies 
are involved, is the excuse this offers to make changes in 
the meaning of the action previously taken, 

This may not be the intent of the suggestions at all, but 
Doherty seems to have a point when he suggests that 
frequent changes will give this impressivii. 

The purpose of taking minutes, after all, is to create a 
permanent record of the actions taken at a meeting. If 
corrective steps must be taken, is it not better to rescind 
former action and vote again, instead of changing words in 
the minutes to ‘‘clarify’’ them? 

We are not suggesting that there are any ulterior motives, 
or that any effort is being made to radically alter previous 
action through amendments to the minutes. But this un- 
fortunate impression has been created by the debate that 
took place at the School Committee meeting last week and 
at meetings over the past few months. 

Unless there is some obvious omission, or correction, 
there should be no changes or amendments of permanent 
records. On that point we agree with Mr, Doherty,
